Improvements Vetoed; What's

With the city turning down 
the proposed Hartnell assessment 
district. two weeks ago, Dr. 
Madsen has been faced with 
the one problem that faces so 
many other college presidents 
today: How to improve and ex- 
pand on present facilities. 

Dr. Madsen soon hopes to 
present to Salinas City Council 
a package of improvements 
which will include improved 
parking areas, better campus 
lighting, and widening of Alisal 
Street—everything that the City 
Council said it would approve. 
Everything except a college 
center. 

When will we get our center? 

Speaking with Dr. Madsen 
last week, we discussed the 
problems of constructing a cen- 
ter, nét only for the college but 
also for the city and county. 


Dr. Madsen believes that, 
“We should be making plans 
now for the construction of the 
student center. I think the stu- 
dents at Hartnell should have 
an equal opportunity for the to- 
tal educational program as is 
made available in any other 
junior college districts. 

“T don’t think that a college 
center makes that much differ- 
ence,” he continued, “but it of- 
ten makes enough difference 
that a student will find himself 
deciding whether or not to at- 
tend that particular college.” 

If and when the City Council 
approves the improvement 
package, then with what funds 
would the college center be 
built? 

City Councilmen have al- 
ready voiced opposition to the 
improvement package if a stu- 
dent center was to be included. 
Dr. Madsen has suggested that 
we could look to a revenue 
bond approach or look to see 


what other means are possible 
in raising funds for construction 
of a student center. 

Then Hartnell could go to 
the people. In other words, pro- 
mote a revenue bond or look 
for other means in which we 
could get support of the public. 

As Dr. Madsen put it, “There 
are certain services we're con- 
cerned with. Some day the col- 
lege will or will not supply 
them. And if we don’t, the peo- 
ple with enough money will 
send their children away to oth- 
er schools . . . will send them 
away because we don’t offer a 
wide range of programs. 

“The result? We will become 
a college where the students 
come because they can not pos- 
sibly go elsewhere for an edu- 
cation.” 

In Dr. Madsen’s view Mon- 
terey County will be losing in 
the end by sending away its 
young, talented people.

Portrait of a Dying Town

At first glance, Peter Bogdan- 
ovitch’s “The Last Picture 
Show” could easily be mistaken 
for a period piece, an attempt 
to reconstruct life in a small 
Texas town in the early fifties. 
The film does this, and _bril- 
liantly, but anyone who sees 
this has missed the genius of 
the film. 

The story narrates the lives 
of a group of teenagers in a 
small town in 1951. We follow 
their lives from high school into 
college, work, or the army. To 
unify this, Bogdanovitch cen- 
ters the action around the clos- 
ing of the town’s only movie 
theatre. This, coupled with the 
death of Sam — the owner — 
serves to keep the individual 
narratives tied to a common 
event as well as serving to un- 
derline the collapse of the 
town. 

As a film alone, The Last 
Picture Show is exquisite. The 
photography, acting and direct- 
ing is simple and_ naturalistic. 
Every detail is used to present 
an incredibly realistic film. 


Moreover, Bogdanovitch has the 
skill to balance his photography 
with the performances of his 
actors.- When his actors are de- 
veloping character or have a 
scene that demonstrates excep-

tional skill—and there are many 
—he keeps his camera in the 
background, tastefully using 
simple shots and concise com- 
positions. But, when necessary 
he presents some of the best 
black and white camera work 
since Bergman. The film is a 
masterly integration of camera 
and actor. 

It is this naturalism that 
gives the film its greatest im~- 
pact. Since we are convinced 
that the action we are seeing is 
believable, we are compelled 
to accept the conclusion. More- 
over, since the film uses the 
point of view of Anarene, 
Texas, we cannot see the causes 
of the town’s collapse. It is a 
well documented fact that small 
towns are barely viable in mod- 
ern America. Journalists and 
historians have harped on this 
for years. But, watching. the 
film, we do not see population 
statistics. or corporations acquir- 
ing land; we see a handful of 
very human youngsters ‘trying 
to build their lives in a world 
that is dying. Teenagers in a 
town that cannot survive. They 
have a past that has no mean- 
ing, a future that has no hope. 

All in all, this film, more 
than any we have seen, has ful- 
filled Hamlet’s injunction to the 
players. This is the very age 
and body of the time.

“I feel that my main asset 
this year was ‘last year’s experi- 
ence.” These are the words of 
the first wrestler from Hartnell 
to place in a state junior col- 
lege wrestling tournament. The 
wrestler is Ron Tate. Ron’s 
wrestling years started when he 
was a sophomore at Salinas 
High School. During his three 
years of wrestling for Salinas 
Ron achieved M.B.L. honors his 
junior and senior years. 

During his first year of 
wrestling at Hartnell, Ron was 
one of the outstanding wrestiers 
in the Coast Conference. He 
gained all-league honors for his 
first college year. Traveling to 
the state tourney in 71, Ron 
made it known, while not plac- 
ing his freshman year, that he 
would be back. “My first year 
of college wrestling was tough, 


but I really learned a great 
deal. This, I feel, prepared me 
for this year’s tournament.” 

This year, Ron again won his 
weight title and again was 
given all-league honors.’ He 
went to the state tourney this 
year and placed an outstanding 
fourth in the state.
